use of matches, it is a wonder 
that serious damaze .to. life 
and property have not Fesult- 
ed before this. - 

Most _cities have laws com- 
pelling property owners to 
clear their lots of weeds 
and other growth after the 
rainy geasen has ended. Even 


cities as small iis Alhany and 
Martinez recogn'ze the nee cf 
this protection for their resi- 
dents. 

Yet here in Richmond, 
thing is done. If we have a 
law it certainly is not en- 
forced. Most of the fire alarms 
responded to during the past 
month have been grass fires. 
True they have been extingu- 
isped before any serious dam- 


no- 


aZe- lias been done, but why 
‘mot remove: the cause and 
save the’ unnecessary fite 
calls? ; 

Cutting the grass a few 
‘feet from the sidewalks does 
not remove, the hazzard. Nor 


does it remove the unsanitary 
conditions. These fields of 
grass are breeding places for 
insects. Why war on mosqui- 
tos and other stinging in- 
sects in ponds and.allow them 
to breed in the grasses in 
the fields? 

For the safety and health of 
the residents, something ought 
to be done to compel property 
owners to remove the grass 
from their fields.

“I do not know of an adobe 
house such as the one deacribed 
by’ ‘Mrs. McPherson within 150 
miles of Agua Prieta,’’ Cross said,

Cross was one of the first per- 

sons to talk to Mrs. McPherson 
after her escape. He declared she 
was not sunburned, that her lips 
and tongue were not swollen from 
the heat and that she did not ask 
for a drink of water which is al- 
ways the first request of desert 
wanderers.

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THAT WHITE HOUSE ROOF | 


The. newspaper reports that $375,000.00 was 
required to repair the White House roof appear to 
have been a little wide of the mark. The White 
House job, besides the roof, involves the rebuilding of 


six months, if the job can be completed in eight, the 
engineers and architects ‘say they will not be losing 
any time. Those accordingly who have been attempt- 
ing arithmetical gymnastics figuring how much it 
would cost to repair the White House, if $375,000.00 
is required for the roof, can get over their labors for 
the time being. 

. The White House represents an architectural 
monstrosity. In the effort to secure uninterrupted floor 
space on the public floor of the building, all pillars 
and supports were cut out. Thus the upper stories in 
contrast to most building operations, are suspended 
from the roof. This is what makes the job so ex- 
pensive. The builders must first erect a timber cage 
around the White House with a new false roof and 
sides. This will have to be done to protect the con- 
tents of the building from damage. When that work 
is done, the present roof will be ripped off, and then 
replacement trusses will have to be installed piecemeal 
to bear the weight of the entire upper story. 

The undertaking is such that the remark of a 
senator a few days ago, that for the same amount an 
entirely new White House could be constructed, is 
virtually true. While the president has postponed the 
beginning of the repairs until March 4th of next year, 
the architects and builders are not happy over his de- j 
cision. Only a few days ago, a visitor sitting ith | 
the president in his study in the upper. portion of the | 
White House was aroused, disturbed and frightened | 
by a loud wrenching noise in one corner of the room. 
His disturbance caught the eye of the president. “It 
is just the timber settling,” he remarked, “but I have 


— 


grown accustomed to it.” But timber settlings which 
imply that the load that the spans are carrying, 1s im- 
‘posing a heavy burden on them, are rather dangerous 
indications.
